Court dismisses white prof’s racial bias suit against school 


DURHAM (AP) —- A white professor’ s lawsuit charging St. Augustine’ s College with racial discrimination was 
dismissed Tuesday in Durham County Superior Court 

Anthony G. Solari filed the breach of contract suit on Oct. 1, 1992, alleging that the historically black school in 
Raleigh denied him tenure because he is white and because he supported a white colleague who won a racial 
discriminauion suit against the school. 

Court documents staied there is “no genuine issue” to Solari’s claims 

“I'm kind of disappointed,” Solari said. “I feel | was discriminated against on the basis of race, and I feel there’ s 
evidence that this goes on at the school.” 

Solari still has a federal discrimination suit pending against the school 

St. Augustine's claimed in court papers that Solari first was hired as an assistant political scrence professor trom 
Aug. 13, 1990, through May 13, 1991. The school then extended Solari’s contract through May 11, 1992, and when 
that second contract expired, officials advised Solari that it would not be renewed 

Five other St. Augustine's staffers, all of them black, lost their jobs along with Solari. Schoo! officials said they 
got nd of the positions because of budget cuts, but Solari alleged it was because they all supported Allan Cooper, 
a white political science professor who was awarded more than $560,000 in a 1992 discrimination suit against the 
school 


| Calif. couple donates wetlands to University of Nevada, Reno 


RENO (AP) — A California couple has donated a private wetlands reserve to the University of Nevada, Reno | 
for use by students as an outdoor classroom to study birds and conservation. 
The gift from Daniel and Althea Brimm, located between Reno and Susanville, Calif, is valued at $1.5 millior, 
The former cattle and alfalfa ranch covers 1,360 acres. The Brimms, of La Jolla, and former rancher Jay Dow 
Sr. built wedands on 350 acres. Dow died last year, two years after the first of 13 ponds began receiving water 
The ponds attract more than 100 species of birds and serve as a stopover for thousands of birds during migrauion 
the university said in a written statement. 
Brimm said he and his wife wanted to preserve the habitat in honor of Dow’ s dedication to waterfow! biology 
An additional donation of $150,000 from the Brimms will be used to operate the wedands for two years 


Judge asked to block hearings in Naval Academy cheating 


WASHINGTON (AP) —A federal judge cleared the way Wednesday for disciplinary proceedings in the biggest 
cheating scandal in the history of the U.S. Naval Academy 

The hearings for 109 students will begin Thursday, more than a year after the cheaung occurred, the N lavy said 
The students face possible expulsion 

A lawsuit by 48 midshipmen who asked the court to block the hearings was dismissed by US. District Judge 
Stanley Harris 

“We appreciate the court's ruling,” Navy spokeswoman Lt, Cate Mueller sud “Basycally what we've said all 
along 1s that the Navy is committed to a full and fair resolution of all these cases 

Ihe students were among 133 members of the Class of 1994 accused of geting ai advance look ata December 
1992 electrical engineering test at the prestigious academy, founded in Annapolis, Md. in 1845 

Former President Jimmy Carter is an Annapolis graduate, as are a number of other national Jeaders 

In a suit filed Feb. 10, four dozen students facing possible expulsion claumed Navy investigators improperly 
denied them access to attorneys during quesuoning and fa.sed to advise them of thew nghts, including protecuon 
against self-incnimination 

They said officials inumidated them into confessing by screaming, swearing and threatening them with courts 
marual and pnson term: 

Lawyers for the midshipmen also claimed the Navy improperly set aside the academy 's regular hearing process 
run by midshipmen, and substituted another one run by senior Navy officials

Jones, a brown-haured fellow in owlish glasses, calls himself conservative and says he enjoyed growing up with 
Ronald Reagan and George Bush as presidents. He is majoring in history and munoning in political science 

last year, when the school board was negotiating a new teacher contract, Jones found himself in the odd role of 
helping write a contract for some of his former teachers 

Jones calls Superintendent Robert Verdun “Bob,” but only because Verdun was hired after Jones graduated 
Grade school principal Pam Gamiott, who was Jones's fourth-grade teacher, is still “Mrs. Garriott.”

Movie makes countryside seem unbearable

‘Vermont ts for Lovers,” playing 
downtown until Saturday at the Crest 
Theater, is a ragged little (88-minute) 
independent film about two young New 
Yorkers George and Marya (played by 
George Thrush and Marya Cohn), who 
tind themselves at odds with each other 
just days before theur wedding day in 
rural Tunbndge, Vermont 

Director John O'Bnen has set this 

lever little documentary in his own 
hometown and casts the charming lo 
cals as the kind of commonsensical 
folk George and Marya would likely 
meet there 

While staying with Marya’s Aunt 
Ann (played by Ann O’Bnen—the 
director's Own mother) at her sheep 
farm, the couple has a sort of tnal 
separanion the day before they are to be 
marmmed. Arguing constantly with 
Marya, George heads off to discover 
the secret of a successful mamage, 
while she dissects George's personal 
ity and ponders their compaubility fac 
tor. Marya sucks close to her aunt's 
home for her soul-searching, while 
George takes to the winding roads and 
pauses along the way to talk with a 
number of hard-working, plain-talk- 
ing, maritally-expenenced men. 

The main point of all this is the 
untouched, picturesque beauty of farm- 
ing communities like Tunbridge, and 
the people who live and die there 
generauonally are endangered. 

During a roadside chat George has 
with two long-ume resident farmers 
point to a couple of houses, built by 
out-of-town developers, atop a near-by 
leveled hillside 

One of the men wornes, “It’s going 
to be another Manhattan.” The joke 1s 
obvious to us. There is suil plenty of 
wide-open space, rolling hills, yellow- 
flowered meadows, and green pastures 


full of playful farm animals. But, seen 
through the farmer's eyes, there's a 
whole other dimension 

George, who has been descnbed by 
his bnde-to-be as insensitive and self 
involved has no trouble at all getting 
these down-homers to open up to this 
stranger in a strange land. 

But, his true feelings about the com 
munity come to light when he asks 
Aunt Annif she has a touch-tone phone 
So he can retrieve voice-mail messages 
from his architectural firm back in the 
big city. When he is told her’s has an 
old-style rotary dial he cnes, “I didn’t 
think | was moving back into the 19th 
Century.” The line may be funny, but it 
certainly supports Marya’s claim. His 
atutude does not change despite his 
approach to mingling. George, who 
bares a strong resemblance to Chris 
Elliot (of the recent movie release 
“Cabin Boy”) in both appearance and 
smug manner, tnes to play the role of 
an every-man while in town. He even 
goes so far as to don a pair of new 
overalls for the ceremony. He comes 
off more than a little condescending 
But hey, he’s a New Yorker! 

There are some undeniably poignant 
moments in the film, including George 
and Marya’s vows which are supple- 
mented by readings from two very 
poetic passages from the Judaism- 
Christan bible. The words—centainly 
even in a secular way-—are genuinely 
romanuc. 

“Vermontis for Lovers,” whichcost 
O’Brien a paltry $80,000 to make, is 
chock-full of the funny repartee that 
comes from cultural fnction 

And in the end George and Marya 
discover their incompatibility—not 
with each other—but, rather, with this 
fading slice of Northeast Amencana 
They vow to return to their own habitat 
where the inner-city strife, they feel, 
will keep them together

Tnlogy fashion on Sunday 

The Grateful Dead is the band for 
which Dead shows are named. They 
are often referred to simply as “The 
Dead.” Though a little confusing the 
fans also refer themselves as “The 
Dead,” or “The Grateful Dead.”

“Dead Speak,” Dead Head's are those
